7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
raise  the  sum  of  $1,700  for  the  construction  of  State 
Aid  Bridge  on  the  Strafford — South  Barnstead  road 
so-called. 
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8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  a  2% 
discount  on  all  taxes  paid  in  full  30  days  after  issuing 
tax  warrant. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  to  purchase 
snow  fence.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Strafford: 

This  year  the  schools  are  joining  in  the  150th 
anniversary  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
which  was  ratified  by  New  Hampshire  as  the  deciding 
state  June  21,  1788.  The  vote  was  57  to  47,  indicating 
that  division  of  opinion  is  nothing  new  in  our  state. 
The  schools  themselves  have  become  more  democratic, 
as  they  have  laid  increasing  stress  on  citizenship  in  a 
land  where  government  is  "of  the  people,  by  the  people, 
and  for  the  people."  Civics  is  one  of  the  principal 
subjects  in  the  upper  grades  for  Constitutional  His- 
tory is  required  in  all  h^gh  schools  in  the  state. 

The  overcrowded  conditions  in  Strafford  schools 
are  somewhat  relieved  at  present,  the  enrollment  being 
31  at  Bow  Lake,  30  at  the  Center,  and  23  at  Crown 
Point.  At  Crown  Point,  Miss  Marjory  E.  Meader  of 
Rochester,  a  graduate  of  Gorham  Normal  School,  is 
teaching.  The  $600  added  to  the  School  Board's  esti- 
mate by  the  District  last  spring  has  not  been  used,  and 
in  fact  was  not  assessed.  It  has  been  necessary  to 
purchase  some  new  furniture,  in  the  form  of  movable 
units.  A  second  entrance  door  from  the  classroom  to 
the  shed  has  been  made  at  Crown  Point. 
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The  report  of  Miss  Margaret  MacDojiald,  School 
Nurse,  shows  more  than  10%  of  the  pupils  markedly 
underweight.  This  seems  a  pity,  as  we  think  of  the 
country  as  a  place  where  milk,  eggs,  and  vegetables 
abound.  Parents  receiving  notice  of  such  conditions 
should  give  special  attention  to  diet,  regimen,  and 
possibly  medical  attention  for  the  children.  Such 
attention  to  diet  might  also  improve  the  dental  record, 
which  shows  69  pupils  with  defective  teeth.  Thirty- 
five  out  of  this  number,  however,  received  complete 
dental  care  at  the  clinic  held  under  the  direction  of  the 
Nurse,  with  the  help  of  the  Strafford  Red  Cross. 

The  voters  should  thoroughly  understand  what 
is  involved  in  the  special  article  in  the  District  Warrant 
affecting  the  relations  between  the  School  District  and 
Austin-Cate  Academy.  In  the  absence  of  an  exclusive 
contract  of  the  present  type,  my  information  is  that 
the  Academy  would  lose  Federal  Aid  for  Vocational 
Education,  amounting  last  year  to  $1,285.15.  High 
School  pupils  from  Strafford  would  be  entitled  to  go 
elsewhere,  with  their  tuition  paid,  by  the  District,  up  to 
the  state  average  cost  of  instruction,  which  this  year  is 
$76.63.  Parents  of  pupils  attending  Austin-Cate 
Academy  or  elsewhere  would  be  obliged  to  pay  any 
balance  of  tuition  charged  by  such  high  school.  The 
enrollment  reported  at  Austin-Cate  Academy  last  fall 
was  40,  of  whom  21  were  from  Strafford.  Thirteen 
students,  or  nearly  one-third,  were  fifth  year  students. 
This  proportion  inevitably  affects  the  activities  of  the 
Academy.  The  loss  of  this  section  of  the  student 
body,  however,  would  seriously  curtail  the  numbers 
and  support  of  the  Academy,  unless  it  should  be  offset 
by  transference  of  Strafford  junior  high  pupils  (Grades 
VII  and  VIII,  numbering  this  year  17)  to  the  Acad- 
emy, or  by  an  increase  in  Strafford  tuition  rate,  or  both. 

Adults  considering  offers  of  correspondence 
courses,   of   which   there   are   now   25,000   offered   by 
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various  agencies,  would  do  well  to  consult  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  or  the  National  Home  Study 
Council,  Washington,  D.  C,  as  to  the  reliability  and 
worth  of  such  offers.
